THE TAX ON WHISKY. 


Points of the Various Propositions 
Now Before Congress.

Washington Special to the New York World. 


The ways and means committee to- 
day, in considering the subject of in- 
ternal taxation, especially as regards 
distilled spirits, reviewed five proposi- 
tions now before it, viz: the New York 
produce exchange amendment, des‘gn- 
ed to protect property in tax-paid 
spirits inthe hands of innocent hold- 
ers; the Peoria bill of Mr. Whiting, 
embodying the views of Western grain 
dealers; the bill introduced by Mr. 
Wells, of Missouri, having the same 
effect as oad New York 

roduce exc proposition, 
whidli is accessed by the mer- 
chants’ exchange of St. Louis; the 
Meade bill, which contemplates a com- 
plete system of collective and official 
reform, and the bill prepared in the 
revenue bureau recently introduced by 
Mr. Morrison. 

Col. Traey, of New York, of the wine 
and spirit traders’ society, made a long 
argument to the end that all these 
propositions admitted the necessity of 
immediate change in the law, and sub- 
stantially in what kind of change 
should be made, only differing in the 
extent to which the remedy applied. 

Figures were presented to show 
that the failure of the present 
system, and that the 90-cent tax 
this year was yielding less revenue 
than the 50 cent tax produced in 1870, 
or than had been collected in any vear 
since. The necessity of ciyil service 
reform, at leastin the internal revenue 
force, was insisted upon, and many in- 
stances.ziven of the commercial evils 
arising from arbitrary and contradic- 
tory decisions of the treasury depart- 
ment and of judges in different locali- 
ties under the present indefinite laws. 
The committee will not consider the 
subj and present some 
tot vy ay which probably take the 
shape of a new bill, embodying some of 
the features of all those before it.

The Biaine Investigation.

W asHineTon, June 1.— Mulligan de- 
sired to make the statement that wnen 
he arrived here a note from Mr. Blaine 
came to him requesting witness and 
Mr. Fisher to call at Blaine’s bouse. 
Witness declined to go, though Fisher 
went. Blaine called at Mulligan’s ho- 
tel last night and called for witness. 
Fisherand Atkins were present. Blaine 
asked regarding the private letters, 
saying that Mulligan had promised to 
hand them back to him. Blaine after- 
wards came to witness’ room where 
they were alone and plead for the let- 
ters. He talked of the ruin to his fam- 
ily and of suicide, and asked to read the 
Jetters. Witness handed them to him, 
when Blaine handed one back to him 
and retained the others -seventeen in 
number—and has them yet. After 
this Blaine spoke of other matters, ask- 
ing witness how he would like to run 
a convention, or how*a foreign consul- 
ship would suit him. 


Blaine made a statement that he h:® 
the letters, but the conversation abou! 
suicide and consulship is all imagina- 
tion. He says he consulted two friends 
and they will consult two of the best 
lawyers, whether anything in the let- 
ters refer to the matter under investi- 
gation, namely, the $64,000 in bonds 
which Scott sold to the Union Pacific 
road.

Missouri! Democratic Cenvention. 
Telegram to the Constitution. 


JeFrexson City, June 1.—The plat- 
form adopted at the democratic conven- 
tion includes the following: 

Free schools exempt from all secta- 
rian control; free press accountable for 
abuses to civil red criminal laws; pres- 
ervation of public faith and credit, and 
honest payment of the public debt; 
that we are in favor of a repeal ot the 
resumption act of January, 1875, but 
inasmuch as the national convention 
of the democratic party is to be held 
within the next thirty days, we deem 
it inexpedient to adopt any resolutions 
respecting the currency and finances of 
the country, but refer the same to such 
convention, rape pledging ourselves 
to support its platform; to give the 
electoral ticket of Missouri to the nom- 
inee. 

A resolution, instructing the dele- 

tés to labor and vote for Hendricks 
in the national conyention for Presi- 
dent, was offered, but the convention 
refused to allow it to be read. 

Great confusion prevailed, but order 
was finally restored and the convention 
adjourned. .

—In Muscogee county crops are good 
though backward. 

—frhe standof cotton is good in Har- 
ris county. There is not as much area 
planted as last year. Corn is well ad- 
vanced. Oat crop yielded well. 


—Crops in Talbot county are clean 
and in good condition. The area of 
corn is larger than last year. The vield 
of small grain crops is thrice as great 
as last year. Smut has damaged the 
wheat crop. 

—A great deal of grain has been har- 
vested in Marion county. Wheat was 
injured very little. The stand of cot- 
ton is poor.

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AFTER STEWART’S MONEY. 
how MANY OWLY COUSINS A DEAD 


MILLIONAIRE MAY HAVE. 


Advices from the Spirit Land for Mrs. 


A. T. Stewart—Whe wilt Contest | 


Her Husband's Wtl—12,000 
Begging Letters Received. 
New York Sun. 


The rumor that a number of . persons 
professing to be heirs of A. T. Stewart 
were preparing to contest his will and 
to oust Judge Hilton, was mentioned to 
the latter yesterday. 

‘That’s all nonsense,’ said Judge 
Hilton, laughing. ‘I never heard of it. 
until I saw it in print. There are lots 
of people who would like to get a little 
of his money. Look at these letters,’ 
pointing to about fifty tied with a red 
ribbon. ‘That’s a mere fraction of 
those that Mrs. Stewart and myself re- 
ceive every day. idon’t have time to: 
read my own at all. They are rich 
though,’ continued the judge, laughing. 
‘Just look here—just listen to this.’ 
Then he untied the bundle, and pick- 
ing up letter aft r letter at om, 
read extracts from them, laughing at 
their contents. They were a motley 
lot, written by widows, old maids, poor 
girls, and men in all conditions in life. 
Some of them were persons of 
high respectability; from ministers.and | 
business men, certifying to the honesty 
and good character of third persons who 
claimed to be relatives of Mr. Steward 

One old lady in Keokuk, Ohio, sent 
her photograph, and asserted that she 
was Mr, Stewart’s cousin and only rel- 
atiye. At the end of her letter was a 
certificate of her “honesty, integrity,. 
and veracity,” with the autographs at- 
tached of some of the most respectable 
business men in Keokuk, including one 
firm that is a customer of Stewart’s 
wholesale store. 

“You see,” said the judge, laughing, 
“that each one claims to be the only 
relative, and will not admit the claims 
of the others.”’ 

Some of the letters addressed to Mrs. 
Stewart cuntained expressions of con- 
dolence and grief for the death of her 
husband and the “dear relative” of 
the writers. One from a female cousin 
in Ireland began: “I have learned 
with great grief of the death of my 
dear cousin,’ and ended with expres- 
sions of sympathy with the widow. 
The writer evidently was cunningly 
withholding her request for money un- 
til after she had opened the way to the 
widow’s heart. 

“They usually write three times, 
these fellows do,” said the judge. ‘The 
first time they claim relationship; the 
second they complain because the 
small trouble of answering them has 
not been taken; and the third, they 
scold and threaten.”’ 

One “cousin,” who had “‘distinct rec- 
ollections a. d proof” of having worked 
worked for “my cousin” once, openly 
demanded, “What are you going to do 
forme?” “Andif you ain’t going to 
do anything for me, write and let me 
know it.” Another writer seemed to 
expect that his “recollecting distinctly” 
that he had “given one of Mr.Stewart’s 
relatives the small sum of —— dollars,”’ 
entitled him to a share of the great 
merchant’s estate. 

Among the most curious of these 
epistles were two to Mrs. S'ewart from 
a spiritual medium in Boston. They 
were written in ghastly red ink, and 

rofessing to be communications direct 
rom the spirit land, were signed, 
‘*Your dear conse tens A. T. Stewart.” 
In these letters Mrs. Stewart was di- 
rected to bestow money upon certain 
persons, and to conduct herself gener- 
a'ly according to the views of the“spir- 
itual’ advisor. “I hear that you have 
been asked to go to Europe,” said the 
“spirit,” in one of the letters, “with 
him I called my friend.” ‘‘That’sme,” 
broke in Judge Hilton, laughing as he 
read, “but I had no thought of going.” 
“T advise you.” continued the letter, 
“not to go, for you would never returr. 
alive.” Inanother place the “spirit” 
of the dead merchant assured his wife 
that he was not as rich in the spiritual 
world as he had been in material things 
on earth. 

Another medium in Baltimore sent 
Mrs. Stewart acommunication from the 
“spirit land” signed by her husband. 
In this, with great gravity of language, 
she was directed to purchase several 
thousand boxes of Dr. Moore’s fever 
pills and copies of his medical book, 
which were to be distributed among 
the poor girls’ of the establishment, in‘ 
order that they might know what med- 
icine to buy. ‘‘The judge will purchase 
them,” continued the spirit, gravely, 
andthe judge laughed heartily when 
he read it. Accordfng to the “com- 
munication,” the dead merchant is 
oppressed in the “spirit world” with 
the care of the “poor girls” who need 
help on earth. 

One cavalier in his letter advised Mrs. 
Stewart that no one man could advise 
her property in regard to her business, 
and requested her to consult his friends 
the Rev. Stephen H. Tyng and Professor 
Elie Charlier, in regard to the man- 
agement of her affairs. | 

Most of the claimants professed to 
be cousins of Mrs. Stewart. Some 
said they had discovered with surprise 
their relationship after the great mer- 
chant’s death; others had heard their 

arents say that they had a relative “‘in 

ew York named Stewart, a great dry 
goods merchant;” and others gave ac- 
counts of the Stewart family, and 
offered to prove their relationship. In 
many cases the writers made no con- 
cealment of the fact that their object 
was to get money, and the demand for 
help was sometimes rudely and often 
pathetically made. “The grief of some 
of these fellows affects me,” said Judge 
Hilton, “It isreally quite sad, and re- 
minds one of Mark Twain weeping at 
the grave of Adam.” 

One writer assured J wt Hilton that 
he must be the long lost brother in the 
search for whom he had spent many 

ears. Another informed him that he 

new where $20,000,000 worth of dia- 
monds were concealed and for remun- 
eration would reveal his secret. A third 
had laboriously worked up the Hilton 
family history and found himself and 
the judge to be related. “This is the 
sort of stuffthey send me,” said the 
judge, “by the basketful, and they are 
the fellows who talk of contesting the 
will, I presume.

Disraeli Makes a Little Apeech. 
Telegram to the Constitution, 


Lonpon, June 1.—In the house of 
commons replying to the question 
Disraeli said: “The Berlin memoran- 
dum has not been delivered to the 
porte. I should even express hope it 
may not be necessary that it should be. 
Undoubtedly the conditions of affuirs 
are critical in that part of the world. 
The British government has taken such 
measures of precaution as thought nec- 
essary to maintain the interest and 
honorof England, andthat policy of 
precaution it may intend topursue. At 
the same time I wish most decidedly to 
state on the part of the British govern- 
ment, that it is their opinion that the 
interests of England would be most 
studied by maimtaining peace and that 
the honor of England can never be 
more efficiently vindicated than by tak- 
ing a leading part in contributing to 
the accom Dceneut of that object. 
Mr. Disraeli’s remarks were greeied 
with cheers. 

Lonpon, June 1.—It is stated here 
that the Turkish guvernment has noti- 
fied England of their determination to 
maintain the integrity of the empire 
and the sovereign power of the crown 
and that England approved their deter- 
mination. 

WASHINGTON, June 1.— A _ cable 
special says ten British regiments or- 
dered ready to sail to Malta at a mo- 
ment’s notice. 

Lonpon, June 1.—The Times corres- 
pondent telegraphs trom Constantino- 
ple the following account of the revolu- 
tion: After vainly soliciting with the 
sultan to adopt the reform,the Grand- 
vizier and Cussian, Adm: Pashi and 
Midhat Pasha resolved to dcpose 
him.

THE QUEERESr WILL CASE YET. 


Dantei Miner’s Legitimate Children 
Left Penaniless and his Mistress 
Provided for. 


HonESDALE, Pa, May 24.—A con- 
tested wil! case attended with domes- 
tic complications of an extraordinary 
character, has just been triea in the 
Wayne county court at this place, be- 
fore C. P. Waller, presiding judge of 
the district. 

In January, 1873, a man who had for 
thirty-five vears been known as Daniel 
Miner died in Clinton township, this 
county He was the owner of two 
fine farms and considerable personal 
property. Onthe farm on which he 
died were two houses, in one of 
which lived a woman named Cath- 
erine Hooker, by whom he had three 
children, and the other one by Rachael 
Ryder, mother of three other of his 
children. He lived alternately with 
these women for twenty-six years, Ra- 
chael Ryder, however, being the favor- 
ite mistress, to whom he confided the 
bringing up of his oldest son by Cather- 
ine Hooker. A year orso before his 
death he was visited by an elderly man, 
a stranger inthe neighborhood, who 
had a long private interview with 
Miner. This man Miner introduced to 
one or two as his half-brother, Thomas 
Jefferson Main, and during his 
stay at Miner’s the latter kept 
him under his ersonal surveil- 
lance, as if apprehensive that he 
might make some revelation which the 
former ormenty feared to have made. 
Shortly after the departure of Main 
from Clinton Miner received a letter, 
the contents of which seemed to cause 
him intense grief, and he did not make 
them known. From that time he ap- 
peared to be oppressed with feelings of 
remorse or sorrow over some act of the 

ast, and his whole nature changed. 

is health also rapidly failed, and he 
died on the 4th of January, 1873, in 
great agony, and pursued to the last by 
some haunting remembrance. 

Among Miner’s neighbors there had 
been fer some time a vague under- 
standing that he had another family 
somewhere in New York state. Cath- 
erine Hooker was believed io know all 
about the matter, but she never made 
any revelations that satisfied the curios- 
ity of inquirers. Shortly after the death 
of Miner a document purporting to be 
his will and entered in the Register’s 
offite in Honesdale, and letters testa- 
mentary were issued thereon, Subse- 
quently, parties claimi to be the 
only lawful heirs of the dead man ap- 
peared and announced their intention 
of bringing suit to have the will set 
aside. According to the terms of the 
will one farm was left to Rachel Ryder 
during ber life, and the other to two 
sons Of Catherine Hooker. After Ra- 
chel Ryder’s death the farm was to go 
to James Miner, Catherine Hooker’s, 
oldest son. The contesting parties 
were Daniel D. Main and _ five others, 
of Otsego county, New York, who 
claimed to be the legitimate children 
of Daniel Miner Main, who was the le- 
gator under the name of Daniel Miner. 
They told the following narrative to es- 
tablish their claim as the lawful chil- 
dren of Miner: 

In 1825 one uf the most prominent 
farmers in Madison county, New York, 
was David Dennison, of Brookfield. 
He had several children, one of whom 
was a handsome young woman named 
Phebe. In the spring of the above 

ear Dennison hired a man to work on 
is farm by the name of Daniel Miner 
Main. With this man Phebe fell in 
love, and her parents strenuously op- 
posing her marrying their hired man, 
she listened to his pro ] to run 
away and marry him, and in October 
accompsnied him to Unadilla Forks, 
where they were married by 
Elder W. BB. Maxson. The 
newly-married pair returned to the 
bride’s home some days afterwards, 
and, although her parents were deeply 
grieved and indi t at her conduct, 
they forgave her, took her husband to 
live with them. They subsequently 
removed to Plainfield, and finally to 
Edmeston, N.. Y., where Mrs. Main 
found cause to repent her hasty mar- 
riage. For thirteen years her husband 
treated her with neglect and 
cruelty, spending his time and her 
money in Cabanonery, - Apeniy sup- 

rting a woman nai Catherine 
ooker, familiarly known as “Line”’ 
Hooker. In 1838, having wasted his 
wife’s allowance; Main disposed 
their personal -property, even to the 
necessaries of life they had in the’house |
